MANCHESTER, England, May 
13—From the sky as one ap- 
proaches this city, one sees its 

pillars of 
smoke rising 
high into noth- 
ingness' before 
the city itself 
appears. It is 
not Chic ago, 
but it has some 
of the quality 
of that city as 
Carl Sandburg 
described it. 
Manc hester, 
too, is the city of the big shoul- 
ders, and is tool maker to the 
nation, 

It is the home of one of the 
world’s greatest newspapers, the 
Guardian, a newspaper. which 
has sought always to be respect- 
ed, but not loved, though to be 
sure it is pleased. if affection 
comes with the respect. It does 
not always follow. 

The Guardian, writing last 
year of this ancient city on the 
occasion of the hundredth anni- 
versary Of its royal charter, 
said: 

‘‘Manchester is q city of the 
ascendant, and it suffers more 
obviously than most places when 
things seem to be going the 
other way. On the incoming 
tide all auspicious, all for- 
given; when the tide recedes— 
not remembering, as the Black- 
pool tide remembers, to sweep 
clean the shores as #t—-goes—it 
is another story. Some kinds of 
virtue have to be paid for, even 
if there-isthe-devil to pay. 


Not Unlike Men 


“Towns are not unlike men in 
the shape of their careers. One 
grows old gracefully, graying at 
the temples, consolidating its 
treasures, looking after itself— 
admired, and perhaps envied, 
but no longer really involved. 
Another is more like a punch- 
drunk ex-champion boxer: with 
its face battered and its teeth | 
broken in violent nights out, it 
looks old before it is middle- 
aged, but it is still in the thick 
of things, planning its great 
comeback. Life was always a 
battle, and will not stop being 
one. It earns any amount of re- 
spect and even. affection; but 
does not readily accept such 
tributes from everybody. 

‘‘Manchester is rather in that 
case. The old intellectual heavy- 
weight is no longer the fellow 
he was—hobnobbing with Shaw 
between fights, telling the politi- 
cal economists where they got 
on and off, throwing his weight 
about to the best possible effect 
both in the ring and out. The 
famous linen is just a little 
frayed now, the celebrated mind 
a shade blunted; as for the bat- 
tered poker face, nobody ever 
looked for beauty there. He 
talks more about the past and 
the future than about the pres- 
ent, and a wise listener will 
take care to look as though he 
believed in both.’ 

It is an apt description, and 
tre nore -for=the._firct 
time prowls the city with great- 
er interest for having read it, 
finding loveliness cheek by 
jowl with ugliness and quaint- 
ness as well,

Independent Nature 


Like all great industrial cities, 
its population is polyglot and 
seems ina hurry. Its name has 
spread-around. the world. There 
are many cities called Man- 
chester. 

And, too,__like 

1ts 


all industrial 
cities, it has rebellious, or 
independent, nature. One reads 
that Queen Victoria did not like 
it because it was a disorderly 
city. It was for this that 
so long withheld giving it a royal 
charter and when she did she 
granted almost no special privi- 
legeés as were giyen other cities 
by herself and by preceding sov- 
ereigns. 

Again, like all great industrial 
cities. Manchester has been en- 
riched-by the_variety of her pop- 
ulation.. Legend has it that 
Flemish weavers brought the 
first skills to the city and gave 
to it a pattern of skills and pro- 
duction. But the city itself was 
one of muscle and drive. It 
was born of the industrial revo- 
lution and, lacking a_ seaport, 
dug a ship’s canal and had one. 

There is a kinship here with 
America, too, especially with 
New England and the _ cotton 
South. Here, in a_very literal 
sense, was born the vast tex- 
tile industry. It here now, 
with new and shiny modern mills 
alongside the old. Manchester 
did not fajl to note what mod- 
ern mills could do. 

It is a great city to see. One 
understands better Britain's 
strength, having seen and vis-

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M Carthy Informer. 
Is Not Above Law 


President Eisenhower was telling the 
nation nothing new Wednesday when he 
gaid that it is reprehensible for an indi- 
vidual officer or civilian to give away se- 
cret information involving national se- 
curity. 

As a distinguished military leader, the 
President must have dealt with many such 
cases during his career. Anyone who has 
ever served in the Army knows the pen- 
alties for revealing classified information 
to unauthorized persons. It is a violation 
of the law and a court-martial offense. 

Possession of such information by Sen- 
ator McCarthy brings up the question of 
whether such possession does not make 
him equally as guilty as the informant. 

At any rate, this whole business of 
furtive spying on the executive branch by 
McCarthy's gang is ridiculous and vicious- 
ly un-American. 

Committee Counsel Jenkins’ ruling 
that McCarthy did not have to reveal the 
source of his information is being ques- 
tioned by many. Writing about the de- 
cision, Walter Lippman says: 

“Mr. Jenkins upheld Senator Mc- 
Carthy’s claim that government employes, 
including officers of the Army, are not 
bound by their oath or by the laws against 
disclosing confidential information or by 
any ties of loyalty to their superiors or 
to the service—if in their own private and 
secret opinion—it would be a good thing 
to break the law. ‘ 

“It was in accord with this very prin- 
ciple that Fuchs and Alan Nunn May and 
the Rosenbergs acted... .”’ 

Jenkins was wrong, Lippman argues, 
in classing Senator McCarthy with “law- 
enforcing officers,” who do not have to 
reveal their sources. “The fundamental 
error,” he says, “is to assume that a com- 
mittee of the legislative branch of the 
government is made up of ‘law enforcing 
officers’ who ferret out crime.” 

Lippman is right. The © executive 
branch, not the legislative, is charged by 
the Constitution with the job of. law en- 
forcement and exposing crime. 

“The American government cannot be 
made to work,” Mr. Lippman rightly says, 
“if its fundamental principle of separate 
branches is flagrantly and systematically 
violated. It is systematically and flag- 
rantly violated if the legislature takes 
upon itself the law-enforcing function of 
the executive.” 

The McCarthy challenge to the exec- 
‘ utive branch of our government threatens 
its very existence, President Eisenhower 
delayed accepting the issue far too long 
but. now that he has accepted the issue it 
must be fought out to the finish.

When does a boy become a man? 
has one idea, Junior has another. 
our laws are at odds. 

“When I am 21 .. the youngster 
used to say in anticipating his majority. 
But. the Georgia law says he‘can vote at 
18. In many cases he’s heading a house- 
hold at that age. 

The state’s drivers’ license regulations 
let him take the wheel as a learner at 15. 
They give him a full-fledged driver’s per- 
mit at 16. But the statutes also say that 
the lad is a juvenile until he is 17. Hence, 
if he is accused of a traffic law violation 
he cannot be summoned to regular traffic 
court. 

Thus, the police have had little control 
over drivers in the under-17 bracket. The 
officers could warn, but they couldn’t en- 
force, 

Atlanta’s aldermen have made a move 
toward helping out the policemen. The 
juvenile traffic offender can now be “in- 
vited” to traffic court, but he still can’t 
be forced. However, the offense goes on 
his record and will speak against him 
when he crosses the bridge to full re- 
sponsibility. 

The aldermen’s action is commendable, 
but it is not enough. 

If boys and girls are old enough to 
drive at 16, then they must be made fully 
responsible for their behavior at wheel. 
The lesser traffic law violations do not 
label one as-a felon. There is no reason 
why the 16-year-old who speeds or runs 
a light should not go to traffic court and 
face the music.

Accordingly, 
as was announced in the early 
days of this conference by Secre- 
tary of State Dulles, the Ameri- 
can government will “disassoci- 
ate’’ itself from the proposal, 
There is no certainty that the 
Communists will accept it.

reached in four minutes under 
only one gravity.

This would be the simplest pro- 
cedure, if the ship carried suffi- 
cient fuel. On the other hand, it 
is more than likely that the first 
spaceships to land on the Moon 
would have very slim fuel re- | 
serves, and might only be able 
to reach. orbital velocity.

The ship might then be 
refuelled either by a tanker from 
Earth which had been waiting 
for it, or it might make a ren- 
dezvous descending to the Moon. 

There is a good deal to be said 
for this latter procedure, since 
obviously it is a complete 
waste of effort to carry the fuel 
needed for the full return jour- 
ney down to the Moon and then 
lift it up again. 

It remains to be seen, however, 
whether this idea _ will prove 
to be practicable when allow- | 
ance is made for all the compli- 
cations. 

During its five-day fall back 
to Earth. the ship will build up | 
speed (at least, once _ it | 
has passed the “neutral point’’ | 
where the two gravity fields bal- 
ance) and if it were not checked 
would reach the Earth again at | 


the velocity with which it be- 
gan its journey—24,900 m.p.h. 

As the type of ship we have | 
been discussing would return to 
a circular orbit, and not make 
an actual landing on the Earth, 
it would have to shed just under 
7,000 m.p.h. of its velocity to | 
reach the speed of 18,000 m.p.h. 
needed for a close orbit. 

A FEW HOURS 

It could do this by means of | 
air-resistance braking and the | 
use of small amount of rocket 
power to adjust the final orbit as 
necessary. At the end of these 
maneuvers, which would occupy 
only a few hours, it would 
be back in a stable, circular or- 
bit waiting to be refuelled and 
serviced.

Then he proceeded to enumer- 
ate three discoveries in this big 
new field of human engineering 
which are promising enough to 
be put to work at once by busi- 
ness firms as well as parents 
and teachers. 


3 DISCOVERIES 


(1) The first of these dis- 
coveries is that people never go | 
along with a decision 100 per 
cent unless they have had a part 
in making that decision. 

Jesus originally enunciated 
this law when he made the state- 
ment:

| cient, 


“For where your treasure is, 
there will your heart be also.” 

But ‘“‘treasure’’ is not limited 
to gold and silver. Anything 
which we offer, whether words 
or advice or the running of er- 
rands, or any other type of con- 
tribution, is a part of our per- 
sonality and thus fits under this 
heading of ‘‘treasure.’’
